In this Thesis the author hus endeavored to traoe the 
acquisition of land by the University of Maryland as far "back as 
1814 at which time, the land on which the College is now located 
was part of the tract of land Icnown as ** Rossborough '*, and was 
o^nod by a Richard Ross, This sarne tract of land later came into 
the hands of CJeorge H. and Charles B. Calvert fro.a Avho.i the !&ry- 
land College of Agriculture ( Tlarylund Agricultural College ) 
obtained it. Prom that tine on ( 185a ) certain portions of it 
have been bought and sold, xhe University of Maryland haa also 
bought several tracts of land which were not included in the 
original tract " Rossborough " , 

In this Thesis, the deed descriptions as recorded in 
the land records of Prince George*County as well as the liber 
and Folio in which they were found, have been included. 

A brief description of the Morrill Act which had to 
do with land grants to colleges la found on the first page of 
this nianusoript, 

A fe™ of the probable reasons as to why the college 
was located in this place have been given. 
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]?HE HISTORY OP LANT ACQUIS X-iOIT BY THE 
U1U'/2R3ITY OF mRYLAIJT (COLLEaii) PARK BRANCH) 

The College Park branch of the University of I.feryland 
Tas chartered in 1856 under the ntirae of the "Saryland Agriculture 
College, For three yeara the college v^ua under private manage- 
ment. In July, 1B62, the !torrlll Act (Land Grant Act) was passed. 
The provisions of this act were as folloTrs: (1) That there be 
granted to the states an amount of public land, to be apportioned 
to each st-te a qutintity equal to ^0,000 acres for each .-..enator 
and Representative in Congress to which the states are respect- 
ively entitled by the apportionment under the census of 1660. 
Under this provision states having public lands were given title 
to such land selected within their borders. States without public 
lands were issued scrip that could be sold. (2) The college wus to 
provide a scientific, technical, and practictil higher education 
to the industrial classes an well as military education. f3} The 
states had to maintain the endowraent intact and without dimin- 
ution and to replace it, if lost. This grant was accepted by the 
Ceneral Assembly of 'laryland, and the IjEaryland Agrioulture Col- 
lege was named beneficiary of the grant. 

On IMroh 28, 1866 the State of 'feryland became part 
owner of the college. This transaction as recorded among the land 
records of Prince George" County In liber i',3,4 folio556 "".'as as 
folloiTS: The State Treasurer is authorised to pay the r.A,C, 
^45,000 by three annual installments. The H,A,C, shall on or 
before April 1, 1866 make by good, valid title the State of Itiary- 
land equal joint owner of the property of every kind and descrip- 
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tion not personal and mixed as on date of pusstipe. In the fsall 
of 1914 control was taken over entirely by the state. 

Ho definite reasons could be found as to why College 
Part was select ed as the site for the I.T.A.C,, however sotae of 
the probable reasons are;(l) This was a very favorable location, 
being- only eight railes from ' aahinpton, the national Capital, 
and but thirty two .ailes frooi Jialtiiaore, the largest city in 
Miaryland, (S) The price of this tract of lane. wtiS very reason- 
able. fiS) The terrain of this trtiCt of land was itself favorable 
to the location of a college. 

The author of this thesis has traced the acquisition 
of this land back to 1814 when it was owned by a iiichard Eoss, 
As recorded in the land records of Prince George County In 
Liber I.H.!J, 16 Polio 230, Richard r.oas conveyed to John Davis 
the following tracts of land in consideration for "'40,000.

On May 7, 1822 as recorded in tht land records of 
Prince George Cotmty in Liber AB 2 Folio 211 John Davis in 
consideration of ? 40,000 granted and conveyed to George Calvert 
the tract of land known as the " Rossborough " tract. The des- 
cription being the sane as recorded in Liber IRM 16 Folio 230 
and being that tract of land which Richard Ross conveyed to John 

Davis.

There was 
no description but the map on the following page (11) shows the 
bearings and distances of the tract in question. This transaction 
took place so net line around 1900. 

There J.e soiae deacrepencies in these transactions soiTie- 
place since as will be seen later, the University again sold parts 
of the lands that they supposedly sold in these transactions. 
Furthermore the University still have their boundary lines in- 
cluding parts of these tracts. It will involve furthur study to 
deterralne exactly what did happen in this section. 
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Thls is the laap as found in Liber JTi'B 42, Polio ^9 .

MORTGAGE - I.T.A.C, TO THS STATE OP MD, 

At the Jantiary session of the General Asseably of :!&ry- 
land in 1902 an Aot waa passed whereby certain appropiations were 
naade to the irr.A.C. The suai of ^ 5000 WiiS to be appropiated for 
the enlargement of the oiechanical lniilding,&. The sura of f^ 25000 
was appropiated to provide dormitory aQco:ijodiation3. Under this 
Aot it was provided that one half of the amounts appropiated for 
buildings shall constitute a first lien to the State of Maryland 
on the property of the ..I.A.O. and this lien waa to be seemed by 
the mortgage to be given by the I.T.A.C, to the State, and said 
mortgage was to run for the period of ten years, with interest at 
three percent payable annually If de'nanded. 

On Uove'iiber 19, 1902, as recorded in the Land Records 
of Prince George 'ounty in Liber 11 - Polio 14o, the above des- 
cribed transaction took place. All of the p. operty which the M.A, 
C, owned at that time was mortgaged. This mortgage wan payee off 
by the T.f.A.C. In due time.
